Of the 332 members 
there are 237 democrats, 87 republicans 
anil eight members of the farmer'u al- 
liance, who will not go into either party 
oautraa. There are other members in 
southern states who were elected on the 
alliance platform, but they will vote on 
party questions with the democrats. 
Glancing over the list, by states, it 
appears that there are, of the forty-four 
states, no less than sixteen with solid 
democratic delegations, and thirteen 
more where the majority of the delega- 
tion is democratic. There are ten states 
with solid republican delegations, and 
two with repnblioan majorities. Of the 
remaining three states two have alliance 
majorities, while in the one remaining 
state, Minnesota, there are three demo- 
orata, one republican and one alliance 
man, so that the delegation, on a vote, 
is democratic, Summing up, the dem- 
ocrats control the vote of thirty states, 
the republicans twelve, the alliance two, 
a total of forty-four.
